Long Recess in the Ohio For-
gery Investigation.

A BIG LOT OF EVIDENCE,

Over Which Some Thinking Will be
Done for Awhile.

Ageia Ex-Governor Foraker Chooses Not to
Question Him,

X0 RORE HEARINGS FOR TWO0 WEEKS

Forger Wood was again on the witness
stand yesterday. He reiterates some of his
former statements, but for the most part his
testimony war new. Other distingmished
witnesses were examined. Governor For-
aker's brother is to be subpeoned. An ad-
jouroment has been made till Moaday
week.

[FPECTAL TELEGRAN TO THE DISPATOR.
WasurxaToN, Javuary 20.—This was
the last day of the bearing in the Ohio
ballot-box forgery case for nearly two weeks.
At the conclusion of to-day’s hearing it was
sunounced that as Chuirman Mason bad
been summoned away and General Gros-
venor has legal business in Ohio, the com-
mittee would adjoura till Monday week.

An adjournment st this time is & most
significant thing. Especially so, when it 1s
remembered that the very day upon which
the committee wiil reassemble is the one
which has been set for Governor Campbell
to testify.

WHAT MIGHET HAFPEN.

It ismore than probable that General
Grosvenor's “business” trip to Ohio may
take bim in the neighborhood of Columbus.
‘While st the capital of Ohio, it is also quite
possible that Mr. Grosvenor may call guiet-
1y on Governor Campbell. Insuch & case
what might be discovered could even add to
the spioe of this already pungent affair,

The testimony addoced to-day was of the
usual sensational nature, and did not tend
to extricate Ohic's late Governor from the
mess ioto which he got himself by trying
to discomfit not only his polities]l enemies,
but also the promivent men in his owa
party.

NOTHING TO ASK OF WOOD.

It was noticed that although ex-Governor
Foraker had questions for several of the
witnesses when Wood, the forger, was re
called, be could or would ask him pothing.
He has evidently so far had uo desire to get
noy more information from this gentleman
than the evidenoe given by him wan bring-
ing omt.

Among the witnesses examined to-day
were the two dranghtsmen who really com-
mitted the forpery at Wood's instigation.
The press account of the day’s proceedings
before the Congressional Committee follows.

WO00D'S BACKERS.

HOW MARD CINCINNATI"S MAYOR WAS
TO CONVINCE

That the Forger Was ar Honest and
Capable Mas—The Indersemnnts That
Woeod Hastled Arcund sod

Mayor Mosby, of Cincionati, was the
first witness,. He testified that he koew
Wood, First met bim about August 6 inst,
when Wood came with a letter of intro-
duction from E. C. Hall, managerof the
Hall Safe Company, commending him as a
practieal mechanic. Wood also had
another letter saying that he would make o
guod smoke inspector; that he was an hon.
est, repatable citizen, and & staunch Re-
publican. This letter was from John C.
Otie. Siill another letter of recommends-
tion, to the same effect, was from George
Weber, au iron merchant of high charaeter
and formerly Sherifl,

Conpressman John G. Caldwell, of Obio,
also indorsed Wood as a soldier and a good
Eepublican, Bo did W. H. Jones, of the
Jones Eleetrical Company. Wood filed the
papers and asked if witness had received a
letter of recommendation frdm Governor
Foraker, and being answered in the negs-
tive, said the letter would be forthcoming.
August § witness got a letter from C. L.
Kurtz, the Governor’s Secretary, asking to
have the plsce of Smoke Inspector held
opEn.

REPUBLICANS MENTIONED.

Witness 1old how he had met Governor
Foraker on the trgin ot Xenis, when he
told witness about the ballot box. Witness
thought he (Foraker) mentioned not only
Campbell, bot Butterworth as being in the
same deal. Witness afterward wrote the
Governor to know it he had forgoiten some-
thing, and he got & reply September 11, by
telegraph, saving that hie had not forgotien;
that the party woold bring the papers that
day. Another reply, received later that
day, ssid that everything was all right, and
next day Wood presented his letter of recom-
mendntion from Governor Foraker,

Witness said that he had first seen the
forged papsr September 14, when he met
Governor Enker in the Gibson House und
the lanter showed it to him, The Governor
ssid: “Here are these papers, and there is
100 much of them.” Either tnea, or later,
i answer toa gquestion as to what he was
going to do with the papers, the Gevernor
#aid that be was haviag pothing to do with
them. Witness did oot suspect the paper
ofbeing & forgery, although he was much
surprised to see Senator Sherman’s name. He
Jiatd been told in sdvanee of the siguatures
" Messrs. Batierworth and McKiunley.

HALSTEAD'S CORKER.

Witness then told how, on the night of the
publioation of the paper, Mr. Halsteadhad

Governor Foraker had told witness
not to nt Wood unless he was found to

Mr. Forsker intsrrupted here to say that
be had ssked the Mayor, after bejog notified
that charges had been made nst Wood,
to hear the testimony in bis bebalf, but not
to appoint him unless exonerated.

John Sollivan, & wholesale liquor dealer
of Cincinnati, who was next sworn, said that
Wood had ealled on him and left & letter to
he given to Frank Kelley, Secretary of the
Depocratic Campaign Committee. Gov-
ernor Foraker, who examined the witness,
said the object of the testimony was to show
thilt Wood was in communication with the
Demneratic {hnﬁa.in Committee and with
Mr. Campbell, e wonld endeaverto show
this connection through other witnesses.

THE NEXT ENOWN OF IT.

Frank J. Kelley, of Cincinuati, was the
next witness. He be was of
the Democratic Campaign Committee dur-
the last Gubernstorial campaign. He got
the letter from Wood in October through
Mr. Sullivan; could not remember whether
it was before or siterthe Music Hall or Ger-
mantown speeches of Governor Campbell.
Witness saw that it was a letter from Gov-
ernor Foraker to Governor Luce, and he
geve it to Mr. L. G, Berpard to give to Mr.
Campbell. Witness did not remember any
of the details—whether it was a typewritten
letter or wmot, or whether it was written on
paper bearing a head, Witness said that he
became sequainted with Wood in 1884, as he
desired to get up another ballot box to take
the place of Henderson's box, and Wood
offered to do it. Wood afterward said that
Governor Foraker was hel him to get
his box in use in_O'nh‘vl_: ke of some
dispatches from him, en :K: ballot-box
maotters came up witness remembered this,
and sought to get the dispatches to counect
Governor F\ er with the ballot box.

Mr. Foraker—Was he secreted?

‘Witness replied that he was not. Wood
said he had seen Mr. MeLean. Wood was
talking with a gentleman on F street, and
told witness it was My, MeLean. One
Sunday morning, at Willard's, Wood bought
the Cincinnati papers, and after looking at
them, wanted to go out walking, and seemed
much excited. He swore st Tom Campbell,
and said, “0ld snorting horse has made a
——— fool of himsell." Witness understood
him to refer to Mr, Halstead. Witness saw
three columns of the retraction published.
Wood wrote a letter to Tom Campbell, say-
ing he wasa “—— skunk,” and he ecould
put him in the State’s prizon.

Several of the commitiee ohjected to this
testimony; but the Chairman thonght 1t was
proper, to show Wood's frame of mind at
the time.

Mr. Grosvenor asked if witness had any
letters bearing on the investization. He re-

lsed that he had, and they were in the
gudu ot Representative Whiting, who was
willing to preduce them.

WOOD TALKS AGAIN.

Mr. Wood was recalled. He said the
brother of Governor Foraker had been the
first person to suggest that the witoess could
get the of Smoke Inspector—that he
wounld a good man for the place. Wit
ness consulted with Collins absat it, and
then talked with Lew Hudden, who prom-
ised to speak to the Mayor, and did so, and
then advised witness to go in and get the
place, eaying that he had a fair show. Wit
ness agked Ed Hall tor & Jetter of recom-
mendation. Witness again repeated his
recollection of Governor Foraker's reply to
his appliestion, suying be (witness) conld
help him. Then witness got a lettor from
Kuriz. Witness bad been almost intimately
acqguainted, commercially, with theGovernor
for years belore that.

Reocurring to bis Columbus interview,
wituess suid that the Governor wanted to
kuow his Tuliﬁuﬁom for the place he
sought; said he was satisfied he could 611 it,
and then explained what he wanted.

Witness saxd he had taken a lotter-
copy of the Luce letter. He told of his in-
terview with Governor Luce, in which the
latier spoke of rumors of attempts by the
ballot box people to use the members of the
Legislatore. S(ut day Governor Luce ex-
pressed himself as satisfied that witness was
all right. He (witness) had left the letter
o! introduction with Governor Luce.

PARIS, January 20.—Count Figuefredo,
President of the Bank of Brazil, has just ar-
rived here from Rio Janeiro, He comes a8
financial agent of the provisional Govern-
ment to negotistea lonn of §10,000,000, of
which be expeots to secure $7,000,000 In
France, the Bank of France taking s Inrge
portion, and the remminder in En-
giand. Count Fiqueiredo says Brazil was
never in better condition firancially than
when he left Rio, and it continues to be so,
the best evidence of which in that stoek of
the Bank of Bragil is rated on the Paris
Bonrse to-day at 160 franes. Paper is being
replaced by gold and silver. Already 5,000
contos has been redeemed,

To meet its immediate obligations the
Government has issued 4 per cent bonds,
and received the most gratifying encourage-
ment from the people. The army pensioners
have agreed to give one day's pay every
three months toward paving the national
debt, The pensions given widows and

orphans by Dom Pedro's Govemn-
ment are continmed. The Minister
of France to contract for

the construction of a submarine oable be-
tween Brazil and the United Siates. A
Presidental mansion is to be built st a cost
of $500,000, The Government has mnotified
Dom Pedro that it will buy his palace and
other property to preveat its depreciation,
The palace will be used as a national
museum.

UPROAR IN PARIS.

Tho Military Called Upon té Keep Orderata
Sesalon of the Deputica—A Boulnng-
ist Kitks Up n Big Rempus.

PARIS, Jannary 20.—M. Coustans, Min-
ister of the Interior, in reply to & question
from Deputy Chitiz to-day, explained that
the Government hadannulled the municipal
eredits in favor of strikers in m:i):dpul-
ment of the Rhione,because the m an-
thorities had exceeded their powers. M. Jof-
frin monnted the tribune to spesk upon the
sabjeot, but his appesranee was the signal
for a tremendous uproar; & demonstration of
hostility appates planned by the Bou-
langists. This gentleman, it will be re-
membered, was seated in the place of Gen-
eral Boulanger when the election of the
General was annulled.

M. Deroulede, Boulanger’s lisutenant, was
evidently the leader of the demonstration
sgainst Juffrin, and the President, upon the
authority of the Chamber, publicly ecen-
sured him, und called upon him to withdraw.
He relused to obey, and the sitting
was suspended. The military was then
called upon, and the soldiers forcibly re-
moved Deroulede from the Chamber. M.
Jofifrin, who had remained in the tribune,
now endeavored to resume  his re
marks, The Boulangists and Beaclion-
ists  pow resumed  their rotests.
The Boulangist Millevole violently
denonnced the ndmission of Joffrin into the
Chamber as a violation of the sovereignty of
the people. Millevole was called o order
and commanded to withdraw. He also re-
tused to withdraw, when the sitting was sus-
peaded for half an hour.

Upon the resumption, M. Laguerre,
another Boulangist, declined to permit M.
Joffrin to k. He met the fate of Mille-
voie, and there was a third suspension of the
session. Finally the Bonlangists all left
the Chamber in a bodv. M. Joffrin then
proceeded. He condemnea the avonlment
of the eredits and attacked General Bon-
langer. The Chamber dismissed the subject
by a vote of 202 to 52,

FAST IN SNOWDRIFTS,

Central Pacific Tralns Unable te Mave Dar-
ing the Past Six
Poles Buvied Ont of Sight—
Saawplaws Useleas,

BAN FRAXC1SCO, January 20.—The snow
blockade on the Central Pseific Raiiroud in
the vielnity of Truckee sud Emigrant Gap
is the worst experienced for over ten years.
No mails and no trains have resched thia

city from thie East. Telegraph wires are
enirely baried in many rlau!,antwithlhuﬂ-
ing the fact that the poles are 35 feet high.

At present the east-bound trains are at
Sacramento, Colinx and Shady Ran, while
those coming west are at Ewmligrant Gap,
Truckee nnd Reno. At Trockee the depth
of the snow ranges from 8 feet to drifts of
20 fest. The railroad company have several
hundred men at work shoveling east of the
town. The plow was only ena togeo s
mile out when it stuck with ten engines.
The shovelers were called to the reseue,
who, after several hours’ work, dug them
out so they could return. Oun the west the
rond is filled with drifis of 15 to 30 feet in
large cuts, snd soow plews are able 1o so-
complisk little. A plow with five engines
wason the road 38 hours, trying to resch
the tunnel eight miles from town, The
whole crew returned oan foot, having aban-
doned the train, as they became ravenous
with huoger. Another plow with 12 loco-
motives started out to elear the road to Sum-
mit, but before they had run two miles they
were secarely blooked, and, the snow fulling
back on them, they were fast in both diree-
tions.

The report that the snow-bLound passengers
are suffering for want of Jood is denied by
the railroad officiale. Abundance of food is
supplied them, and the trains are at no peint
where it would be impossible to reach them,
The passengers are not suffering from ecold.
A number o! cases of influenza are re-
po. but the sufferers are kept warm snd
receive medical aid promptly.

The situation ia;auuy as serious on the
California and en road in the northern
part of this state. The train which left here
Tuesday evening for Portland is still at Red-
ding. The officials state they expect to have
both the Central Pacific and the California
and Ogden ropds open to-morrow.

KO TRAINS FOR A WEEK.

AN EMPHATIC PROTEST.
